Czechoslovakia and Russia 


A novel plan was undertaken 
in 
Czechoslovakia in the 
coinage of gold ducats which are not part of the regular 
monetary system and not considered legal tender. A cer­ 
tain quantity of bullion has been minted into ducats as 
“counters of exchange” for use in domestic and foreign 
trade. 
“The most notable change is Russia’s effort to return to 
the gold standard by the issuance o f the chervonetz cur­ 
rency. This is in the form of bank notes for which a con­ 
siderable reserve of gold and foreign currency is carried. 
The smallest denomination is one chervonetz, nominally 
equal to 10 gold rubles or $5.15.”
